Thus  the  usual  method  of  grouping  all 
coins  under  the  names  of  families  is  unscien- 
tific and  without  historical  value.  Its  only 
merit  is  that  ol  convenience. 

The  dates  of  many  of  the  coins  of  the  Re- 
public are  still  uncertain,  although  the  princi- 
pal epochs  have  been  well  determined  by  the 
researches  of  Borghesi,  Cavedoni,  Mommsen, 
and  others. 

The  earliest  Roman  silver  coins  were 
struck  for  the  Republic  at  Capua,  and  are

From  B.  C.  338  to  3r8  the  legend  is  romano 
(=Romanom),  ancient  genitive  plural  em- 
ployed here,  after  the  Greek  fashion.  Alter 

B.  C.  318  the  legend  is  roma,  in  the  nomina- 
tive after  the  Roman  fashion.  The  coins 
with  the  youthful  Janiform  head  were  proba. 
bly  issued  between  B.  C.  300  and  268. 

According  to  Pliny,  silver  was  not  coined 
at  Rome  until  the  year  485  of  the  city  (B. 

C.  269).  At  the  same  time  the  issue  of  gold 
and  silver  money  was  forbidden  in  the  subject 
districts  of  Italy.

THE  ROMAN  REPUBLIC. 

It  is  now  generally  conceded  that  during 
the  entire  period  of  the  Roman  Republic 
money  was  always  issued  in  the  name  of  the 
State  and  under  its  official  guarantee  i by 
the  regularly  appointed  officers  of  the  mint; 
_2<>  by  extraordinary  commissions  appointed 
by  decree  of  the  Senate  or  by  popular  vote; 
2°  by  the  generals  of  armies  or  their  lieu- 
tenants, by  virtue  of  the  military  imperium. 

As  the  families  or  geutes  had  nothing  to 
do  with  the  coinage,  the  term  ‘Family’  coins  is 
erroneous,  as  well  as  that  of  ‘Consular’  coins, 
for  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  earliest 
issues  of  silver,  the  coinage  was  not  under  the 
direction  of  the  Consuls. 


At  first,  the  only  inscription  was  the  name 
of  the  city,  Roma,  which  was  intended  as  a 
mark  of  the  State  which  caused  the  issue, 
and  not  an  indication  of  the  place  of  emis- 
sion. Thus  it  appeared  on  coins  issued  in 
the  name  of  the  Republic  struck  outside  the 
city.  This  inscription  is  never  absent  before 
B C.  1 14,  and  it  is  generally  lound  until  B. 
c!  104.  After  B.  C.  84  it  is  used  only  to  e.x- 
plain  the  type. 

The  early  coins  always  had  a sign  indicat- 
ing their  value,  except  the  Victoriatus,  which 
was  considered  a foreign  coin  having  a com- 
mercial rather  than  a monetary  value. 

Until  B.  C.  1 14  the  value  is  always  indicat- 
ed on  the  denarius;  after  B.  C.  89  it  is  never 
found,  and  between  these  two  dates  there  is 
no  fixed  rule. 

During  the  early  period  of  the  coinage  the 
types  were  uniformly  of  a religious  character.

On  the  obverse  of  the  denarius  the  head  of 
the  goddess  Roma  remained  without  variation  j 
until  the  middle  of  the  seventh  century  of 
the  Roman  era.  (c.  B.  C.  104.)  The  reverse 
of  the  oldest  silver  coins  is  the  type  of  the 
Dioscuri  on  horseback  as  they  appeared 
fighting  in  the  ranks  of  the  Romans  in  the 

battle  of  Lake  Regillus. 

Immediately  before  the  first  reduction  of 
the  denarius  (B.  C.  217)  the  type  of  Diana 
in  a biga  appears,  and  a short  time  after  the 
reduction,  that  of  Victory,  also  in  a biga. 
These  denarii  were  termed  bigati.  The  sub- 
stitution of  other  divinities  for  Victory,  of  the 
quadriga  for  the  biga  and  of  deer  for  horses 
in  the  biga  of  Diana  seem  to  have  taken  place 
about  the  beginning  of  the  seventh  century 
of  Rome. 

The  earliest  silver  coins  were  struck  ex- 
clusively at  Rome.  But  about  B.  C.  229,  or 
perhaps  before,  the  government  established 
in  the  provinces  a certain  number  of  branches 
of  the  mint  where  the  money  of  the  State 
was  also  coined.  At  this  time,  besides  the 
principal  inscription,  roma,  all  coins  bore  a 
monogram  or  letters  indicating  the  name  of 
the  city  where  they  were  struck.  It  appears 
that  the  coinage  of  the  denarius  was  at  this 
time  confined  to  Rome  itself,  the  secondary 
mints  striking  in  silver  the  victoriatus,  the 
quinarms  and  the  sestertius.  Therefore  let- 
ters or  monograms  which  are  found  on  the 
denarius  as  well  as  on  the  other  denomina- 
tions, are  rather  the  marks  of  moneyers,  than 
that  of  cities. 

These  branches  of  the  mint  were  discon- 
tinued during  the  war  with  Hannibal  and  the 
State  coinage  was  again  centralized  at  Rome. 


REGULAR  MONEYERS. 

It  is  possible  that  the  earliest  silver  coins 
were  struck  under  the  direction  of  the  Con- 
suls, but  after  the  abolishment  of  the  branches 
of  the  mint  the  coinage  seems  to  have  been 
intrusted  to  certain  officers  called  triumvoi 


monetales.  At  first  these  officers  were  not  ap- 
pointed periodically  but  only  at  intervals 
when  their  services  were  needed.  Between 
B C.  104  and  89  their  office  became  regular 
and  the  issue  of  coins  continued  without  in- 
terruption. 

Thus  the  triumviri  monetales  were  three 
officers  regularly  appointed  to  take  charge  of 
the  mint.  1 hey  worked  under  the  control  of 
the  Senate,  but  on  account  of  the  regularity 
of  this  superintendence  no  mention  of  it  on 
coins  was  considered  necessary. 

In  B.  C.  44  Caesar  increased  the  number 
of  moneyers  to  four,  but  Augustus,  probably 
in  B.  C.  27,  returned  to  the  usual  number  of 
three.  After  B.  C.  14  the  moneyers’  names 
do  not  appear  on  the  silver  coins. 

According  to  the  ancient  law  each  officer 
was  independent  of  his  colleagues,  and  could 
act  without  their  concurrence.  For  this  rea- 
son the  name  of  one  moneyer  only  is  found 
on  the  early  coins.  In  the  seventh  century, 
however,  two,  and  sometimes  all  three  mon- 
eyers signed  the  coins. 

Titles  were  not  mentioned  on  the  coins 
until  a late  date.  In  the  second  half  of  the 
seventh  century,  they  were  frequently  plac- 
ed on  the  extraordinary  issues  and  on  the 
military  coins,  but  even  on  these  they  are 
not  indispensable.  The  regular  officers 
of  the  mint  were  the  last  to  add  their  title  to 
their  names,  and  without  some  indication  to 
the  contrary,  all  names  without  titles  should 
be  considered  those  of  the  regular  moneyers. 

It  was  customary  among  the  Romans, 
whenever  the  cognomen  was  the  name  of  an 
object,  to  take  the  figure  of  this  object  as 
monetary  symbol.  These  symbols  are  the 
earliest  form  of  signature  of  the  moneyers. 
Their  first  appearance  seems  to  have  taken 
place  about  B.  C.  234.  Soon  after  B.  C.  217 
the  name  of  the  moneyer  was  usually  placed 
on  the  coins.  Originally  only  two  or  three 
letters  of  the  name  appeared,  joined  when- 


ever  possible.  Later,  these  joined  letters 
were  replaced  by  single  letters.  The  name 
in  full  was  not  introduced  until  the  end  of 
the  sixth  century. 

EXTRAORDINARY  ISSUES. 

The  monetary  triumvirs  were  not  the  only 
magistrates  who  could  coin  money.  About 
the  middle  of  the  seventh  century  (_c.  B.  C. 
104),  urban  quaestors,  aediles  and  praetors 
were  sometimes  charged  with  extraordinary 
commissions  for  the  coinage  of  silver,  conferr- 
ed by  decree  of  the  Senate  or  by  popular 
vote.  Nearly  all  these  extraordinary  issues 
have  the  letters  d.  s.  s.  (De  Senatus  Sefiten- 
tia),  p E s.  c.  ( Publice  Senatus  Consulto), 
E X.  s.  C.  (Ex  Senatus  consults),  or  s.  c.  ( Sett- 
atus  Consulto),  p.  or  p v (Publice).  All 
coins  with  these  letters  should  be  considered 
extraordinary  issues  by  officers  appointed  by 
special  decree.  Coins  with  the  letters  e x. 
A.  p.  or  EX.  A.  p V.  (Ex  Argento  Publico'), 
A.  p.  or  AR  G.  p V B.  (Argento  Publico)-,  seem 
also  to  have  been  struck  by  extraordinary 
commissions. 

The  coins  signed  by  the  curule  aediles  were 
struck  for  their  own  account  and  at  their  ex- 
pense. These  officers  had  to  pay  the  expenses 
of  the  great  public  games  from  their  own 
private  fortunes,  and  for  this  reason  they 
asked  and  obtained  from  the  Senate  the  right 
to  issue  coins  bearing  their  names,  for  which 
they  furnished  the  metal. 

MILITARY  COINS. 

During  the  Republic,  the  Commander  of 
armies  in  the  field,  whether  known  as  dicta- 
tor, consul,  proconsul,  propraetor  or  simply 
designated  by  the  title  of  imperator,  had  the 
right  to  coin  money,  and  this  right  could  be 
legally  invested  in  his  quaestor  or  proquaestor 
throughout  the  entire  extent  of  the  provinces 
under  his  authority 

The  money  thus  issued  was  called  moneta 
castrensis  or  numnii  castrenses,  and  circulated 
throughout  the  Republic  with  the  state  coin- 


age. It  may,  however,  be  readily  distin- 
guished from  the  regular  issues  of  the  Roman 
Mint,  as  the  coins  usually  bear  the  name  and 
title  of  the  officers  who  issued  them.  The 
name  of  the  Commander  is  sometimes  ac- 
companied by  that  of  one  of  his  lieutenants. 

The  authorization  of  the  Senate  is  usually 
not  mentioned  on  the  military  pieces,  for 
evidently  it  was  not  necessary  on  coins  reg- 
ularly issued  by  a commander  acting  within 
the  limits  of  his  office. 

In  some  cases  the  commander  of  simple 
corps  (legati  pro  coJisule  or  pro  praetorc), 
charged  temporarily  with  consular  or  praetor- 
ian powers,  could  issue  coins. 

During  the  civil  war  between  Caesar  and 
Pompey,  in  exceptional  cases,  the  urban 
quaestors  and  the  monetary  triumvirs  replac- 
ed the  military  quaestors. 

From  the  death  of  Caesar  to  the  final  tri- 
umph of  Augustus  over  Mark  Antony,  mili- 
tary coins  are  very  numerous.  In  this  series 
should  be  placed  all  the  coins  of  Brutus, 
Cassius,  and  Sextus  Pompeius,  and  the  le- 
gionary denarii  of  Mark  Antony. 


ROMANO— CAMPANIAN  SERIES. 

The  earliest  silver  coins  of  the  Roman  Re" 
public  were  struck  at  Capua,  and  are  known 
as  the  Romano — Campanian  series. 

From  B.  C.  338  to  318  the  inscription  is 
Romano  (=Romanom)  ancient  genitive  plu- 
ral employed  here,  after  the  Greek  fashion. 
P'rom  B.  C.  318  to  300  the  inscription  is 
Roma,  in  the  nominative  after  the  Roman 
fashion. 

The  coins  with  the  youthful  Janiform  head 
were  probably  issued  between  B.  C.  300  and 
268,  in  which  year  the  coinage  of  silver  was 
restricted  to  Rome  itself.
